For the Kendallville facility, the Total Case Incidence Rate (TCIR) for 2014-2016 is 10.9 percent 

below the national industry average. Additionally, the facility’s Days Away, Restricted or Job 

Transfer (DART) case incidence rate is 24.1 percent below the industry average for the same time 

period.
